A farmer naturally dislikes to un­ 
hitch on the street, where his team is in 
the way, whore he may be moved on by 
the police and where he will attract lit­ 
tle attention from passersby. Conse­ 
quently the town that has a reg ular mar­ 
ket place, where farmers can cong re­ 
g ate, sell their produce a n d g ossip while 
waiting for a customer, is the town 
whose merchants will see the color of 
the fanner’s money. 
The market place should be located in 
the center of the business portion of the 
town and should have a number of cov­ 
ered sheds, where the farmer may sta­ 
ble his horses when it rains sa snows 
Once established and well advertised 
the m a r k e t will soon become popular 
both with the farmers and the public, 
especially if the town authorities see 
that the place is kept neat and clean 
and made reasonably comfortable and 
attract*, w in*, there we several 
rival towns in a g ood fanning commu­ 
nity the one that has a g ood market 
place will surely g et the farmer a prod­ 
uce and the money ho twelves fo rt* 
and will become more and more pros

Poilus in the New Election Law. 
Voters generally will be interested 
in I be law under which they will cast 
their ballots at the coming election 
and an exchange published the fol­ 
lowing: 
Now 
that election 
approaches, 
though still in the distance, it 1 s well 
to bear in mind that this year every 
election in Minnesota, state, oounty 
and city, will be held under a new 
election Jaw—the Winston law, passed 
by the last legislature. 
While it is 
truo that the new law does not make 
gay radical changes, except so far as 
the counting of the votes is concerned 
it is well to notice what changes have 
iieen made from the old law, which 
have b bearing before the day of 
election, Politicans will be interest­ 
ed to note the changes that have been 
made. 
In the first place nearly all of the 
changes affect the election board, and 
the duties of the board have been 
systematically arranged. There is a 
different board to count eaeh set of 
tickets. 
One of the most important points 
about the new law is the fact that it 
does away with the lottery for decid­ 
ing positions of candidates on the 
tickets. The Winston law provides 
that the party casting the largest 
number of votes at the last state elec­ 
tion shall have first place on the state 
ticket, aud whenever other elections 
ere hold qn the same day with the 
state election, the order on the state 
ticket. 
This year the Republicans 
S 
et the first place pp all tickets in 
Tinnesota, and if there is and advan­ 
tage in the first place, the Republi­ 
cans have that advantage. 
If nny 
other party comes into power it will 
have toe same advantage. It will be 
seen, therefore, that time of holding 
or filing cert Acates cuts no figure in 
positions on the ticket. 
Another important 
point about 
nlaces on the ticket which fusionsts 
would do 
to bear in mind, is that 
in case of an indorsement of the candi­ 
date of one party by another party, 
his position on the ticket is in the 
place of the party that stands first 
generally. For instance in case the 
Republicans should indorse the pro­ 
hibition candidate for governor, he 
would get first place on the ticket in­ 
stead of fourth. 
In deciding the 
highest number of votes cast, an aver­ 
age is found. 
The only change made in the ballot 
is that a blank form is to be printed 
with spaces for the signatures of the 
judges. This is for the purpose of 
getting the signatures in the g&me 
place. 
As the bill affects tfie voter, 
there are two changes. A broad de­ 
cision is laid down to determine the 
residence of a single man, something 
about which there has been much dis­ 
pute in the past, it being decided that 
a man’s residence is where he usually 
sleeps. 
Under tho new lav/ in case a man 
registers and then removes into anoth­ 
er precinct within IO days from the 
election, he is to be allowed to vote 
in the precinct where registered. This 
works a slight injustice which cannot 
he helped. As for instance, a man 
moving from the Eighth to the Tenth 
ward, aud who Las registered in the 
Eighth ward, would vote for the a1 
dcrmap there, although he did not in­ 
tend to reside there. 
The first day of registration is on 
Tuesday, throe weeks before election, 
and the list' of polling places has to 
be selected before that time. In case 
tfie polling places are not selected so 
that the requirements of the law will 
be lived up to, the judges of election 
have power to change them, as, for 
instance, in case the place selected is 
next to a saloon. 
One of the most important provis­ 
ions of election day is a compulsory 
half holiday, and all employes enti­ 
tled to vote have a right t© absent 
themselves from work at that time, 
and in case they are visited with any 
penalty for $9 doing, they are declared 
guilty of a misdemanor, and the pun­ 
ishment is not to exceed $2,000, or not 
to exceed 2 years in prison or both. 
One of the section? of the law is in­ 
tended to do away with the distribu­ 
tion of anonymous literature on the 
eve of election. 
The law requires 
that auy person distibuting any such 
literature reflecting on the character 
of any candidate with the intent to 
defeat him of a nomination or an elec­ 
tion, &hall be gaily of a misdeameanor, 
unless such article is signed by some 
qualified elector, judge of election, 
eta., or published rn some reputable 
newspaper.

A Convenience the Farmers Will Mot Be 
Slow to Appreciate. 
The farmers who five pear a town 
materially assist in its progress u they 
are accustomed to carry their produce to 
it every week. They are compelled to 
find a market somewhere, but the town 
that attracts them most is usually the 
town that has a good public market 
place, where they can unhitch and feed 
their horses and expose their wood, po­ 
tatoes, fruits and other produce for srfle. 
A fanner naturally dislikes to un­ 
hitch on the street, where his team is in 
the way, where he may be moved on by 
the police and where he will attract lit­ 
tle attention from passersby. Conse­ 
quently the town that has a regular mar­ 
ket place, where farmers can congre­ 
gate, sell their produce and gossip while 
waiting for a customer, is the town 
whose merchants will see the color of 
the farmer’s money. 
The market place should be located in 
the' center of the business portion of the 
town and should have a number of cov­ 
ered sheds, where the farmer may star 
hie his horses when it rains or snows. 
Once established and well advertised 
the market will soon become popular 
both with the farmers and the public, 
especially if the town authorities see 
that the place is kept neat and clean 
and made reasonably comfortable and 
attractive, Where there are several 
rival towns in a good farming commu­ 
nity the one that has a good market 
place will surely get the farmer’s prod­ 
uce and the money he receives for it 
and will become more and piqre pros­ 
perous every yoar,

America Should Compel Branding 
of Manufactured Article*. 
W ashington, Sept. l l . —The question 
of adulteration of food nnd drugs in 
this country is discussed in detail in 
the report of Special Agent A lexander 
J. W odtlerburn, of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent. 
A fter referring to the fact 
th a t the public idea of adulteration of 
food is iii ii.:; ny cases very much ex­ 
aggerated, lilt* report says: 
"The attention of foreigners has been 
draw n to the fact th a t greater or less 
adulteration exists am ong us. 
As a 
result, foreign com petitors of our m an­ 
ufactures of food products have used 
the fact to their own advantage. 
“America to day occupies the unen­ 
viable position of being one of the 
very few countries th a t fail to require 
by law the proper branding of their 
m anufactured food and drugs. W heth­ 
er such requirem ents xvould accomplish 
the desired result is unknow n, hut the 
evil would bo m itigated by wholesome 
legislation. 
This belief is sustained 
by the results of the food law s of 
England and other foreign countries, 
as well as of the various states. The 
concurrent testim ony of state officials 
charged w ith the enforcem ent of stato 
aud local law s is th a t a national laxv 
s necessary to secure proper enforce­ 
ment of state law s.”

this j’ear than usual. Prof. P. Ii. Uhler, 
of the Peabody institute, who has w rit­ 
ten m any scientific articles Upon In 
sects of every kind, says (bat this is 
because the rains of last spring gave 
them every opportunity of breeding in 
num bers. 
’ M osquitoes 
breed on 
w ater,” 
ho 
said, ‘ aud there has been rain enough 
the past few m ouths lo keep the raiu 
barrels, cisterns aud sw am ps from run­ 
ning dry aud thus to offer them a good 
breeding place. 
I t isn’t the worst sea­ 
son for them that I rem em ber, but 
there are more of them than ior sev­ 
eral summ ers. 
"Tw enty or thirty varieties of taos 
quitoes are in the neighborhood of B al­ 
timore, but most of these are content 
to rem ain out doors. (July five of these 
species invade hum an habitations aud 
sting hum an beings. Of these five three 
are w ith us just now, the most common 
one being the goodly sized yellow mos­ 
quito, which is caned the English mos­ 
quito, because it w as first described by 
English scirotj& s, although it is scat­ 
tered over a wide area. 
“The one whose sting hurts the most, 
in my opinion, is a little d ark brow n 
creature found only in America, aud we 
also have w ith us a large sized black 
variety, w ith striped legs. 
“It is only the fem ale mosquito th a t 
stings and buzzes. 
Tile m ale mosquito 
seem s to be useless. 
H e doesn’t even 
eat. At least entomologists have never 
found anything in his stom ach. 
The 
fem ale breeds but once each year, but 
th at onci' she lays 7(X) or SOO eggs. 
“Mosquitoes are not entirely a pest. 
They do much good in this world by 
eating deleterious organic m atter and 
getting rid of so much m alaria. There 
are countless billions of them in fresh 
w ater sw am ps along tile A tlantic coast, 
aud although the am ount of good th at 
one of them does is ridiculously small, 
the sum total m ust be large.

No person at any time shall enter 
upon land not his own with intent 
catch, recover, take or kiH any bird 
or animal after being notified not to 
do so by the owner or occupant there­ 
of. Such notice may be given by the

Any person offending against any

ever had, aud his friends, who are le­ 
gion, think that he will be the choice 
of the convention. 
Mr. Williamson, 
his opponent, the present president of 
the city council, is a new factor in 
county politics. 
For register of deeds A. Mahlum 
appears to be the only candidate for 
the place which he has so ably filled 
during the past. 
Quite a strife is on for the position 
of clerk of the court, and among 
those who would gladly accept the 
nomination are Sam. H. Parker, W. 
A. M. Johnston, F. A. Farrar and H. 
E. Brooks.

For county attorney there are two 
candidates for the republican nomin­ 
ation, Judge W. A. Fleming and C.

Mr. Fleming will not enter 
the legislative race, but will come be­ 
fore the people as a candidate for 
the above office. He has previously 
held the office of county attorney anc 
other positions of trust, aud has a1 
ways been a faithful public officer. 
Milton McFadden is the only can 
didate for judge of probate that has 
so far been mentioned, which is the 
same in relation to J. A. Wilson’s can­ 
didacy for superintendent of schools, 
and I. T. Dean’s candidacy for coro­ 
ner. 
Two county commissioners are to 
be nominated at the convention, one 
in the second district now represen 
ted by James S. Gardner, which com 
prises the First ward of the city, anc 
one in the fourth district, comprising 
the Second and Third wards, anc 
represented by A. P. Farrar. These 
gentlemen are both candidates for I 
renomination. 
It is possible that some of the can 
didates mentioned above will not go 
into the convention but will run inde­ 
pendent of a party nomination. 
The populists hold their county 
convention tomorrow and will place a 
full county ticket m the field.

For the information of those 
wish to know what the law is in re­ 
gard to trespass we publish the f l ­ 
owing: 
No person at any time shall enter 
upon land not his own with intent to 
catch, recover, take or kill any bird 
or animal after being notified not to 
do so by the owner or occupant there­ 
of. Such notice may be given by the 
owner or occupant of the land by 
Kiting or causing to be posted a 
>lain and conspicuous notice at least 
one foot square, rn the English lan­ 
guage to that effect, at or near each 
corner of each forty acres or smaller 
subdivision thereof, of the land sought 
to be so protected. 
Any person offending against any 
of the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemanor, and shall 
on conviction thereof be punished by 
tine of not lese than ten dollars and 
costs of prosecution or by imprison­ 
ment in the county jail for not less than 
ten days or more than fifteen days. 
Nothing in this act contained, how­ 
ever, shall be so constructed as to 
unit or in any manner affect the rem­ 
edy of the owner or occupant of any 
such lands or grain at common law or 
under the statutes of this state for 
trespass.

Points in the New Election haw. 
Voters generally will be interested 
in (he law under which they will cast 
their ballots at the coming election 
and an exchange published the fol­ 
lowing: 
Now 
that 
election 
approaches, 
though still in the distance, it i s well 
to beur in mind that this year every 
election in Minnesota, state, county 
and city, will bo held under a new 
election Jaw—the Winston law, passed 
by the last legislature. 
While it is 
true that the new law does not make 
pay radical changes, except so far as 
the counting of the votes is concerned 
it is well to notice what changes have 
been made from the old law, which 
have a bearing before the day of 
election, 
Politicans will be interest­ 
ed to note the changes that have been 
made. 
In the first place nearly all of the 
changes affect the election board, and 
the duties of the board have been 
systematically arranged. 
There is a 
different board to count each set of 
tickets, 
One of the most important points 
about the new law is the fact that it 
does away with the lottery for decid­ 
ing positions of candidates on the 
tickets. 
The Winston law provides 
that the party casting the largest 
number of votes at the last state elec­ 
tion shall have first place on the state 
ticket, and whenever other elections 
are held on the same day with the 
state ejection, the order oh the state 
ticket- 
This year the Republicans 
get the first place pn all tickets in 
Minnesota, and if there is and advan­ 
tage in the first place, the Republi­ 
cans have that advantage. 
If any 
other party comes into power it will 
have the same advantage. 
It will be 
Sjeen, therefore, that time of holding 
or filing certficates cuts no figure in 
positions on tfie tickef . 
Another 
important 
point 
about 
places on the ticket which fusionsts 
would do ^©11 to bear in mind, is that 
in case of an indorsement of the candi­ 
date of one party by another party, 
his position on the ticket is in the 
place of the party that stands first 
generally. 
For instance in case the 
Republicans should indorse the pro­ 
hibition candidate for governor, ho 
would got first place on the ticket in­ 
stead of fourth. 
Jn deciding 
the 
highest number of votes cast, an aver­ 
age is found. 
The only change made in the ballot 
is that a blank form is to be printed 
with spaces for the signatures of the 
judges. 
This is for the purpose of 
getting the signatures in the Same 
place. 
As the bill affects the voter, 
there are two changes. 
A broad de­ 
cision is laid down to determine the 
residence of a single man, something 
about which there has been much dis­ 
pute m the past, it being decided that 
a man’s residence is where he usually 
sleeps. 
Under the new law in case a man 
registers and then removes into anoth­ 
er precinct within 10 days from the 
election, he is to bo allowed to vote 
in the precinct where registered. This 
works a sl.ght injustice which cannot 
be helped. 
As for instance, a man 
moving from the Eighth to the Tenth 
ward, aud \\ho Las registered in the 
Eighth ward, would vote for the al 
dermap there, although h“ did not in­ 
tend to reside there. 
1 he first day of registration is on 
Tuesday, throe weeks before election, 
and the list of polliiig places has to 
be selected before that time. 
In case 
the polling places are not selected so 
that the requirements of the biw will 
be lived up to, the judgeb of election 
have power to change them, as, for 
instance, in case the place selected is 
next to a saloon. 
One of the most important provis­ 
ions of election day is a compulsory 
half holiday, and all employes enti­ 
tled to vote have a right to absent 
themseives from work at that time, 
and iu case they are visited with any 
penalty for 30 doing, they are declared 
guilty of a niisdeuiauor, aud the pun­ 
ishment is not to exceed $2,000, or not 
to exceed 2 years in prison or both. 
One of the section? of the law' is in­ 
tended to do away with the distribu­ 
tion of anonymous literature on the 
eve of election. 
The law requires 
that any person distibuting any such 
literature reflecting on the character 
of any candidate with the intent to 
defeat him of a nomination or an elec­ 
tion, shall be guily of a misdeameanor, 
unless such article is signed by some 
qualified elector, judge of election, 
eto., or published m some reputable 
newspaper.

TH E VALUE OF A PUBLIC MARKET. 


A C o n v e n ie n c e th© F a r m e r s W ill N o t B e 
S lo w to A p p r e c ia te . 
Tho farmers who live uear a town 
materially assist in its progress if they 
aro accustomed to carry their produce to 
it every week. 
They are compelled to 
find a market somewhere, but the town 
that attracts them most is usually the 
town that has a good public market 
place, where they can unhitch and feed 
their horses aud expose their wood, po­ 
tatoes, fruits and other produce for sale. 
A farmer naturally dislikes to un­ 
hitch on the street, where his team is in 
the way, whore he may be moved on by 
the police and where he will attract lit­ 
tle attention from passcrsby. 
Conse­ 
quently the town that has a regular mar­ 
ket place, where farmers can congre­ 
gate, sell their produce and gossip while 
waiting for a customer, is the town 
whose merchants will see tho color of 
the farmer’s money. 
The markef place should be located in 
the center of the business portion of the 
town and should have a number of cov­ 
ered sheds, where the fanner may sta­ 
ble his horses when it rains or snows. 
Once established and well advertised 
the market will soon become popular 
both with the farmers and the public, 
especially if the town authorities see 
that the place is kept neat and clean 
and made reasonably comfortable and 
attractive. 
Where there are several 
rival towns in a good farming commu­ 
nity the one that has a good market 
place will surely get the farmer’s prod­ 
uce and the money he receives for it 
and will become more and more pros­ 
perous every year.

"The attention of foreigners has been 
drawn to the fact that greater or less 
adulteration exists among us.

the fact to their own advantage. 
"America to day occupies tho unen­ 
viable position *»f being one of the 
very few countries that fail to require 
by law tho proper branding of their 
manufactured food and drugs. W heth­ 
er such requirements would accomplish 
the desired result is unknown, but the 
evil would bu mitigated by wholesome 
legislation. 
This belief is sustained 
by Uh* results of Hie food law s of 
England and other foreign countries, 
as well as of Hie various states. The 
concurrent testimony of state officials 
charged with tho enforcement of state 
and local law s is that a national law 
is necessary to secure proper enforce­ 
ment of state law s.”

“M osquitoes 
breed on 
w ater,”

said, “aud th ere has been rain enough 
the past few m onths lo keep the rain 
barrels, cisterns aud sw am ps from run­ 
ning dry aud thus to ofter them a good 
breeding place. 
It isn 't the w orst sea­ 
son for them that I rem em ber, but 
there a re m ore of them than ior sev­ 
eral sum m ers. 
“Tw enty or thirty varieties of iuds 
quitoes arc in the neighborhood of Bal 
ti more, but most of these are content 
to rem ain out doors. 
(July five ut these 
species invade hum an habitations aud 
sting hum an beings. Of these five three 
are w ith us just now, the m ost common 
one boing the goodly sized yellow taos 
quito, w hich is culusl tile English mos­ 
quito, because it w as first described by 
E nglish scientists, although it is scat­ 
tered over a wide area. 
“T he one whose sting hurts the most, 
in my opinion, is a little d a rk brow n 
creature found only in A m erica, and w<* 
also have w ith us a large sized black 
variety, w ith striped legs. 
“ It is only the fem ale mosquito th a t 
stings and buzzes. 
Tho m ale m osquito 
seem s to be useless. 
H e doesn't even 
eat. 
A t least entom ologists have never 
found anything in his stom ach. 
The 
fem ale breeds b u t once each year, but 
th at once she lays 700 or 800 eggs. 
“ M osquitoes are not entirely a pest. 
T hey do m uch good in this w orld by 
cating deleterious organic m atter and 
getting rid of so m uch m alaria. Tiler-* 
are countless billions of them in fresh 
w ater sw am ps along the A tlantic coast, 
and although the am ount cf good that 
one of them doe® Is ridiculously sm all. 
the sum total m ust lie large. 
“Sucking t7ie blood of hum an beings 
can’t lie a thing of nature w ith fem ale 
m osquitoes. 
It is un acquired taste. 
D id you ever notice how quickly they 
discover places on th e exposed parts of 
your body w here arteries full of blood 
lie n ear the surface? 
They alw ays go 
for tin* tem ple and the back of the 
hand. 
A little m uriate of am m onia is 
an excellent thing to got rid of th e 
pain of th eir sting. 
“M osquitoes get into tile city from 
sw am ps In m any ways. They fly about 
in clouds, and often settle on som e hay 
wagon for a ride Into town. 
T hey are 
also blow n hither by tin* winds, b u t I 
think the coTiTTffonest w ay is to come in 
on freight trains. 
Once they get there 
they live in flees, in the glitters and 
anyw here w here th ere is organic m a t­ 
ter to f(*ed on.

way to destroy them , Although one of 
the expert.; In tin U nited States d ep a rt­ 
m ent of agriculture has stated th a t to 
pour a skim of coal oil over w ater 
upon w iden they have collected will 
destroy every one of them .”—B altim ore 
Sun.

The Local Political Pot. 
Local politics have warmed up con­ 
siderably since the republican county 
convention was called, and the politi­ 
cal simmer will continue to be dis­ 
cernible, at least until after the pri­ 
maries are held on Wednesday evening 
next. 
That there are aspirants galore 
goes without saying. Candidates for 
county offices are being developed al­ 
most daily, and over some of the nom­ 
inations there will be considerable 
strife. 
For the position of county 
auditor there has been no mention of 
any other aspirant than the present 
incumbent, Louis Taehe, and unless 
the unexpected happens his name will 
be the only one mentioned before the 
republican convention which meets 
one week from to-day. 
For county treasurer the position is 
the same, and without the least shad­ 
ow of a doubt Jofcn T. Frater will re­ 
ceive the unanimous vote of the con­ 
vention for renomination. 
For sheriff there are two aspirants, 
the present incumbent, Henry Spald­ 
ing, and Wm. Williamson. 
Every 
voter in the county knows Mr. Spald­ 
ing, and also that he has made one of 
the best sherifTs that our county has 
ever had, and his friends, who are le­ 
gion, think that ho will be the choice 
of the convention. 
Mr. Williamson, 
his opponent, the present president of 
the city council, is a new factor in 
county politics. 
For register of deeds A. Mahlum 
appears to be the only candidate for 
the place which he has so ably filled 
during the past. 
Quite a strife is on for the position 
of clerk of the court, and among 
those who would gladly accept the 
nomination are Sam. H. Parker, W. 
A. M. JohDston, F . A. Farrar and H. 
E. Brooks. 
For county attorney th^re are two 
candidates for the republican nomin­ 
ation, Judge W. A. Fleming and C. 
E. Chipertield, the latter gentleman 
being the present municipal judge, 
which place he has ably filled for two 
terms. 
Mr. Fleming will not enter 
the legislative race, but will come be­ 
fore the people as a candidate for 
the above office. 
He has previously 
held the office of county attorney and 
other positions of trust, and has al 
ways been a faithful public officer. 
Milton McEadden is the only can 
didate for judge of probate that has 
so far been mentioned, which is the 
same in relation to J. A. Wilson’s can­ 
didacy for superintendent of schools, 
and I. T. Dean’s candidacy for coro- 
nor. 
Two county commissioners are to 
be nominated at the convention, one 
in the second district now represen­ 
ted by James S. Gardner, which com­ 
prises the First ward of the city, and 
one in the fourth district, comprising 
the Second and Third wards, and 
represented by A. P. Farrar. 
These 
gentlemen are both candidates for a 
renomination. 
It is possible that some of the can­ 
didates mentioned above will not go 
into the convention but will run inde­ 
pendent of a party nomination. 
The populists hold their county 
convention tomorrow and will place a 
full county ticket in the field. 
It is 
now quite certain that Chas. Banks 
will be the nominee for auditor, and 
J . P. Barney or Fred Wehrle for 
sheriff. 
The democrats have made no move 
to hold a county convention and it is 
still a question whether they will or 
not. G. H. Stratton is the only avow­ 
ed democrat who is out for office and 
he aspires to the position of sheriff. 
City politics are also beginning to 
attract attention and already there 
are candidates in the field among 
whom are A. J. Halsted for mayor, A. 
J. W arner and S. F. Alderman for 
municipal judge. 
It is quite probable that there will 
be two or three wards represented by 
lady members on the school board the 
coming year as a movement to that 
end is being inaugurated and if the 
ladies have decided to take part in 
the contest we will be willing to wag­ 
er a forfeit on their success. 
The primaries in each ward of the 
city have been culled for Wednesday 
evening of next week, Sept. 18, at 8 
o’clock sharp. 
This being the case 
the voters of each ward will be inter­ 
ested in their own caucus and there 
can be no charge made that the cau­ 
cuses were packed in the interest of 
any candidate. 
Ample notice has 
been given and it is hoped that every 
republican in the city will attend his 
ward caucus and vote for delegates 
who will attend the county convention 
on Friday next and select the best men 
for positions on the county ticket. 


Short Many Thousands. 
It haR been known for some days 
that ugly rumors were afloat regard­ 
ing shady transaction said to have 
been done by N. W. Wheatley previ­ 
ous to his departure some weeks ago, 
but until the whole matter was un­ 
raveled and the exact condition of 
things ascertained it was thought 
best to keep the matter from public 
print, and such being the case those 
in a position to know the exact state 
of affairs have been reticent about 
giving out the facts. 
The Minneapo­ 
lis Tribune’s Brainerd correspondent 
to-day, however, gives the following 
'information to the public: 
N. W. Wheatley, who has been a 
resident of this city for several years, 
and for the past two years a dealer in 
farm machinery and implements, left 
the city two months ago to sell some 
stock he owned in Mesaba Iron range. 
Since then nothing has been heard of 
his whereabouts.

Im portant for Hunters. 
For the information of those who 
wish to know what the law is in re­ 
gard to trespass we publish the fol­ 
lowing: 
No person at any time shall enter 
upon land not his own with intent to 
catch, recover, take or kill any bird 
or animal after being notified not to 
do so by the owner or occupant there­ 
of. Such notice may be given by the 
owner or occupant of the land by 
posting or causing to be posted 
plain and conspicuous notice at least 
one foot square, in the English lan­ 
guage to that effect, at or near each 
corner of each fortv acres or smaller 
subdivision thereof, of the land sought 
to be so protected. 
Any person offending against any 
of the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemanor, and shall 
on conviction thereof be punished by 
a fine of not less than ten dollars and 
costs of prosecution or by imprison­ 
ment in the county jail for not less than 
ten days or more than fifteen days 
Nothing in this act contained, how­ 
ever, shall be so constructed as to
